1752  BICENTENNIAL  1952 


Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  August  19  and  20.  next  are  the 
dates  chosen  for  the  Dublin  Bicentennial  celebration.  Committee 
members  have  been  appointed  to  the  number  of  140  people. 

On  the  preceding  Sunday,  commemorative  services  will  be 
observed  in  each  of  the  three  churches.  The  First  Congrega- 
tional (Unitarian)  meetinghouse,  now  the  Community  church, 
is  100  years  old  this  year. 

Planned  for  Tuesday  is  a  Historical  Display;  an  Art  Exhi- 
bition, and  trips  to  flower  gardens  at  summer  estates.  Oppor- 
tunity will  be  afforded  to  visit  historic  places;  see  the  Library, 
Churches.  School  Building,  Town  Hall,  office  of  the  Old 
Farmers  Almanac  and  Yankee  magazine. 

The  Dublin  Lake  Club,  through  its  President,  Mr.  Catlin, 
has  tendered  the  use  of  its  grounds  for  an  evening  of  fire 
works,  to  be  conducted  by  the  Interstate  Fireworks  Mfg.  and 
Display  Co.  of  Springfield.  Mass.,  who  will  send  their  operator 
and  have  given  assurance  of  the  finest  display  of  night  fire- 
works seen  in  this  locality. 

The  Bicentennial  is  expected  to  bring  to  Dublin  ncAVspaper 
correspondents  and  professional  photographers.  A  part  of  the 
program  will  be  broadcast  over  Station  AVKNE,  Keene,  and 
sound  recordings  have  been  suggested.  An  amplifying  system 
will  be  required  for  the  speakers  and  electric  lights  must  be 
provided  for  the  evening  square  dance.

President  of  the  Day,  Arthur  T.  Appleton ;  Chief  Marshal, 
Henry  N.  Gowing:  the  Historical  Address  by  Hildreth  M.  Ali- 
son, of  Washington.  All  the  town's  clergymen  have  been  in- 
vited to  take  part.  The  band  will  accompany  the  audience  ill 
singing  familiar  hymns. 

The  Governor  of  the  State,  Senators,  Congressmen  and 
distinguished  citizens  from  within  and  outside  the  town,  are 
to  speak  briefly.  Congratulatory  messages  from  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Dublin,  Irelandi  and  from  eight  other  Dublin's  in  the 
United  States  will  be  read.

All  four  regular  teaching  positions  became  vacant  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  in  June  1951.  This  loss  of  the  complete 
teaching  staff  created  a  real  task  for  the  Superintendent  to 
find  competent  replacements  in  these  times  of  alarming  teacher 
shortages  and  required  that  much  of  his  time  in  the  spring  and 
summer  be  spent  on  this  problem. 

The  present  high  morale  of  the  school  indicates  that  the 
search  was  pleasantly  rewarding. 

A  school  is  more  than  a  building,  no  matter  how  beautifully 
designed  or  lavishly  equipped.  A  school  is  a  living,  feeling. 
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growing  spirit,  drawing  life  from  the  dailj^  triumphs  of  boys 
and  girls  in  an  encouraging  atmosphere  created  by  friendly  un- 
derstanding teachers  and  a  forward  looking  interested  lay 
public  working  in  full  cooperation. 

B.     Program  and  Methods 

Although  the  reading  system  in  use  in  the  Dublin  schools 
during  the  past  five  years  is  generally  recognized  as  the  most 
successful  of  any  in  the  country,  the  publishers  carefully  revised 
and  improved  the  1951  edition  of  the  first-grade  material.  This 
new  edition  is  being  used  this  year  as  the  basic  system  in  the 
first  grade,  and  the  old  edition  is  being  used  as  supplementary 
material. 

In  order  to  adapt  the  local  program  in  the  social  studies 
to  the  new  program  recommended  by  the  State  Office  of  Edu- 
cation, after  several  years  of  co-operative  work  by  the  leading 
social  studies  teachers  in  the  State,  a  new  series  of  textbooks  is 
now  in  use. 

PART  III.     SCHOOL  PLANT 

In  last  year's  report  mention  was  made  of  the  progress 
being  made  in  the  improvement  of  the  school  plant  and  of  some 
things  that  would  need  attention  in  the  future.  During  the 
past  year  (a)  the  sewage  disposal  system  has  been  completely 
changed  and  improved,  (b)  new,  modern  hy genie  desks  and 
chairs  have  been  installed  in  two  classrooms  and  (c)  new  shades 
have  replaced  the  old  ones  in  two  rooms  and  have  been  ordered 
for  another  room. 

Cement  floors  are  not  satisfactory  for  general  school  activi- 
ties, only  for  shops,  toilets  etc.  The  cement  floors  in  the  kitchen 
and  lunchroom  are  tiresome  to  stand  on,  noisy,  difficult  to  keep 
clean  and  unattractive.  Plans  for  further  improving  the  building 
should  include  the  correction  of  this  condition,  as  well  as  the  re- 
placement of  more  of  the  unsatisfactory  desks  and  seats. 

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  apparent  to  your  super- 
intendent that  the  heating  system  is  quite  inadequate  and  in- 
efficient. The  lack  of  capacity  of  the  heating  plant  was  brought 
again  to  our  attention  and  forcefully,  one  day  last  fall  when  the 
heat  failed  because  of  a  burned  out  electric  switch.  After  the 
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necessary  repairs  were  made  and  the  burner  started,  not  a 
radiator  in  any  class  room  was  warm  the  whole  length  in 
one  and  one-half  hours  of  continuous  full  capacity  operation. 
During  that  time  the  classroom  temperatures  had  risen  from  an 
average  of  about  55°F  to  about  58°F  and  this  with  all  ventilators 
tightl}^  closed.  The  heating  system  should  be  of  sufficient  capa- 
city (1)  to  permit  ventilators  to  be  used  during  the  time  pupils 
are  in  the  building  and  (2)  to  permit  setting  the  thermostats 
back  to  55°  during  the  night,  over  weekends  and  vacations  to 
save  on  fuel.  The  heating  plant  should  be  carefully  surveyed  to 
discover  what  can  be  done  to  correct  its  faulty  functioning.

E.     REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  CLERK 

Before  the  polls  opened  at  9  :25  a.  m..  Ballot  Clerks,  Winnie 
Leonard,  Bernice  Hyman.  Harvey  Hayes,  Jr.,  and  Elliott  Alli- 
son counted  the  official  ballots.  A  motion  was  carried  that  the 
polls  be  kept  open  until  5  p.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  balloting  for 
school  officers. 

Moderator  Arne  H.  Olsen  read  the  warrant  at  9  :25  a.  m. 
Artices  1  through  4  were  taken  care  of  by  the  official  non- 
partisan ballot  system.  A  motion  was  carried  that  the  remaining 
articles  of  the  warrant  be  acted  upon  after  the  town  meeting. 
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The  polls  closed  at  5  :10  p.  m.,  at  which  time  the  moderator 
called  the  meeting  to  order. 

Under  Article  5,  an  amended  motion  was  carried  unani- 
mously to  fix  the  salaries  of  the  school  district  officers  as 
follows : 

Chairman  of  the  school  board  $100  00 

Each  other  member  75  00 

Treasurer  50  00 

Auditors,  each  5  00 

Moderator,    clerk    and    ballot  clerks        1  25    per   hour 

Under  Article  6,  it  was  voted  that  the  reports  on  Pages  60 
and  61  and  61  through  77  of  the  Annual  Report  be  accepted  and 
adopted  as  printed. 

Article  7  was  passed  over. 

Under  Article  8  a  motion  was  carried  unanimously  that 
the  sum  of  $150  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  be  added  to  the 
school  janitor's  salary.  It  was  moved  that  the  district  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $34,868  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officers  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund 
together  with  other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes.  This 
motion  was  amended  by  striking  out  the  figure  $429  of  the 
budget  and  inserting  the  figure  $313  for  salaries  of  other 
administrative  personnel,  and  by  striking  out  the  figure  $362 
and  inserting  the  figure  $412  for  salaries  of  district  officers. 
This  increase  of  $50  is  to  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  all  Dublin  school  district  records  in  the  town  of 
Dublin;  the  bookkeeper  shall  be  a  competent  Dublin  resident, 
either  a  member  of  the  school  board  or  a  person  appointed  by 
them.  The  amended  motion  carried. 

Article  9  saw  the  voters  move  that  the  district  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,554.60  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
the  sewage  disposal  system.  No  objection  was  voiced  to  this 
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project,  and  the  motion  carried,  but  it  was  suggested  by  some 
that  the  school  board  attend  to  all  legal  details,  in  as  much  as 
part  of  the  system  will  be  located  on  private  property. 

The  motion  under  Article  10,  that  the  district  raise  and  ap- 
propriate in  addition  to  the  original  appropriation  of  1950-51 
a  sum  of  $800  to  be  made  available  to  the  school  district  prior 
to  July  1,  1951  in  order  that  the  school  board  may  pay  to  the 
four  regular  teachers  an  additional  salary  of  $200  each  for 
the  school  j-ear  1950-51,  Avas  amended  by  striking  out  the 
figure  $800  and  inserting  the  figure  $1,000  in  order  that  the 
school  janitor  also  may  be  paid  an  additional  salary  of  $200  for 
the  school  year  1950-51. 
The  amended  motion  carried. 

Under  Article  11  the  motion  was  carried  unanimously  that 
the  district  set  up  a  Cooperative  School  Study  Committee  con- 
sisting of  the  School  Board  and  not  more  than  three  others  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  instructing  this  committee  to 
plan  with,  other  school  districts  a  workable  Monadnoek  Region 
Cooperative  School  system  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500  for  necessary  expenses  in  connection  therewith.
